
Cuba Exiles 
Attempt |;i 
Ship Hijack 

MIAMI (AP) — A militant 
anti*Castro Cuban exile said 
today his group dispatched a 
hea^^y armed war party to 
hijack the Communist ship that 
rammed its. own lifeboat carry- 
ing three crewmen fleeing to 
asylum in the United States. 
The effort was called “Opera- 
ticm Pueblo.” 

Dr. Orlando Bosch said U.S. 
government agents arrested 
four of the raiders and seized 
one arms-laden boat for vio- 
lating federal laws. Later, an- 
other member of the group 
said six men in a second boat 
rebJmed to Miami without at- 
tacking the shio. 

Bo«ch said the ?.0 men were 
sent to hijack the Cub?n freight- 
er 2fiide Julio, which rammed 
the lifeboat 30 miles off the 
Vir.ginia coast Tuesday when 
three men called “traitor crew - 1 
men” bv the Fidel Ca^o gov- I 
emment attempted to flee the 
vessel. •

Indicted Cubans ’ Testify

LOS ANGEI^S (AP) — Explo- 
sives used in five bombings in 
Los Angeles last July 19 came 
originally from the Central In- 
telligaice Agency, acctuxiing to 
, county grand jury testimony 
made public Monday. 

Tbe transcript said the explo- < 
sives may have been originally •’ 
designate for the Bay of Pigs 
invasion of Cuba in 1961. 

Two FBI agents, Rich^d j^as- 
flUo and Bernardo 'Perez, 
testified ksUibuntli' ’during" the 
grand jury’s investigation of the 
bombing of five buildings. They 
said two Cuban exiles subse- 
quently indicted in the case had 
been trained by the CIA in the 
use of plosives for the abor- 
tive inv^on. ^ ;

Within three hours, bombings 
curred at offices of firms or 
organizations accused by Cub^i 
e^es of being on friendly rela* 
tiPns with the Cuban govern- 
ment of Pldel Castro.

One of the FBI agents tesfi* 
fied that Ck)miIlDt, before his ar- 
rest, “said .the explosives came 
from tile CIA, the Central Intel- 
ligence Agency, and he stated i 
'that this was the original source 
and that it did not come directly 
from the' CIA.” 

Castillo said that after the 
Bay of Pigs invasion, explosives 
could be found anywhere in the 
Miami area. 

“Many of 'the Cubans who 
were sent on this invasion never 
actually went,” he testified. 
“We found they went to small 
islands near Cuba where they 
buried all of these weapons, 
knowing them could go bade lat- 
er and sell them.”

Given 1 0-Year Sentence 


MIAMI, Fla. (AP) — Dr. Or- 
lando Bosch, baby doctor turned 
terrorist, was sentenced Friday 
to 10 yeare in prison for shelling 
a Polish freighter, docked in Mi- 
ami. 

Eight other members of 
Bosch’s “Cuban Power” band 
received sentences ranging 
from one to six years, .'fiiey 
were convicted of .coAspiring to 
commit acts of war against oth- 
er nations by plotting to place 
explosives on ships of nations 
trading with Fidel Castro’s gov- 
ernment. ■■ ' 

U.S. District Judge William 
0. Mehrtens ordered Bosch and 
four others to start serving their 
sentences immediately. 

< A sixth, 30-year-old Jorge Gu- 
tierrez who got .five years, was 
permitted to remain free on 
bond until Jan. 2 .because he is 
getting married Dec. 27. 

It The other three, including the 
one woman in the case, were al- 
lowed to remain free on appeal.

CHICAGO (AP) Six Cu- 
, bMs accused of piracy in the 
seizure of a freighter off Mir 
ami Beach surrendered to 
r federal officials Tlwrsday and 
were held for removal to 
I Florida. 

The exiles, all CSiicago resi- 
* dents, were indicted Wednes- i 
. day by a federal grand jury 
^ in Miami. 

-The indictment accused 
•them of planning to t^e the 
freighter Transporter “to a 
point near Cuba and use it as 
their own.” The men, the in- 
dictments said, took the ship 
June 11 .“with open force and 
placed the 31 crew members 
and 7 passengers in fear of 
physical harm.”
